A final meeting of tbe John Worman 


branch of the heirs of Christian Worman, 
the wealthy London silk merchant, was 
held In Hellyers' Hall, Doylestown, on 
Saturday afternoon, to make arrange- 
ments to send a representative to Eng- 
land to investigate the estate. There was 
a large attendance of heirs and satisfac- 
tory plans were made to lay claim to the 
estate.

Plaoe, Esq., a well-known Norristown at- 
torney-at-Iaw. He will sail for England 
on the 18th of July to prosecute tbe claim 
and make arrangements tor the collection 
of the eecate. 


The estate is a private one and is not 


in tbe Court of Ohaoc >ry as at first re- 
ported. 
Ohristlan'Worman was a bache- 


lor and was supposed to have been worth 
at his death in 1779 many millions of dol- 
lars. He left his estate in trust to his 
married sister, Mary Poplar, who died In 
1783 without heirs. Just what provision* 
tbe will of Christian Worman contained 
is not known at present, but when the 
heirs of John Worman prove their title to 
the estate, as they confidently claim they 
can do, they will have an opportunity to 
see the will. 


The estate Is now supposed to amount 


to fully $300,000,000. 
No determined 


effort was ever made to claim the estate 
until a very recent date, although it was 
known a long time ago that the estate was 
in existence. 
Abraham Worman, of 


Doylestown, tbe oldest heir living, re- 
members tbat in 1881 his brother, Isaac, 
received notice from England of the un- 
settled 
estate of Christian Worman. 


There was nothing done at that time to- 
wards collecting the estate or proving 
claims, 


A few years ago, the New Jereey heirs, 


who claim to trace back their line of de- 
scent to another brother of Christian, 
agttated_the collection of the claim, trot 
it is stated that they nave had difficulty in 
perfecting their title to a share in the es- 
tate. The Bucks county descendants of 
John Worman, among whom are a num- 
ber of prominent men and women, state 
that they have a clear claim to the estate. 


'ihe result of Mr. Place's mission to 


England will be awaited with much in- 
terest. On Saturday all the heirs present 
signed a power of attorney to Mr. Place, 
giving him complete authority to act for 
them, and tbe signatures of the remain- 
ing heirs of the John Worman branch 
will bo secured before be sails.

Mr. Roosevelt is one of the fiva Presi- 


dents of the United Stated who, bring elec- 
ted a* Vice-Preiident, reached the high- 
er office in the constitutional method 
through the death of Presidents. He will 
be the only one of tbe five to be nominat- 
ed for a full term, although Fillmore re- 
ceived a few votes in 1856. and Arthur 
made an unsuccessful campaign for the 
nomination in 1884. 


Although only forty-six yeara old he baa 


bean atwididate for Mayor, Governor and 
Vice-R,. jdent and will soon be nominat- 
ed for President. He has been elected a* 
Governor and Vice-Fre*ident. He ha* 
also aerved as chairman of the'Civil Ser- 
vice Commission and Assistant Secretary 
of tbe Navy, to say nothing of his brief 
career in tbe army. 
He i* the youngest 


man who ever served as President, and if 
elected in November, be will be the 
youngest man to be elected to that posi- 
tion, and tbe only man, since Van Buren, 
to be elected President after having been 
elected Vice-President. 


He has thus broken many. records in 


American politics. If he i* elected and 
serve* a second term, he will leave office 
in 1409 only fifty year* old, and still 
younger than Washington, Adam*, Jeffer- 
son, Madison, Monroe, John Q. Adams, 
Jackson, Van Buren, Harrison, Tylor, 
Buchanan, Lincoln, Hayes, Garfleld, Ben- 
jamin Harrison and McKitley were wnen 
first elected President.— Wall Street 
Journal.

Idt-aii-Incident! of the BrltUh Ti- 
betan Expedition. 
The perils of the British expedition 


irto Tibet have aioused no little In 
t« rest In the peculiar people who in 
habit this most inaccessible region of 
centiul Asia. Tibet has been In the 
past a country utterly unsusceptible to 
the influences of progress and clvillza 
tlou. 
Whatever else it accomplishes 


the expedition under Colonel Young 
husband will direct the attention ol 
the world at large to that country anc 
its people as never before and prob 
ably cuuse trade to flow thither, with 
the influence it exerts against outworn 
superstitions and barbarous customs. 


Tibet would be a ditflcult country to 


reach and explore even were it not in 
haUlted by a hostile people. It is a 
land of towering mountains and pre 
cipitous passes and is picturesquely 
called the "Hoof of the World." The 
place at which Colonel Younghugband's 
mission enteied it is 14,390 feet above 
the sea, and the perils and prlvatlors 
of a winter march In such a region can 
well be imagined. When to the ordl 
nury hardships of travel In such a 
country me added the dangers from a 
ficioe and fanatical people, the task of 
moving forward and gaining a foot- 
hold in the territory becomes difflenl 
aud dangerous. 


It took the British mission five months 


to penetrate as far as Phnrljong 
about halfway to Lassa, and it was 
near here, at a place called Garu, tha 
the expedition first met with deter 
mined resistance from the natives 
The latter were defeated, some 200 Tl 
betans being killed, and the English 
boldly continued their march towarc 
Lassa, but have been besieged at varl 
ous points In the journey.

The ac- 
companying picture, taken on the 
march, shows a group of nuns ot the 
lonely Tibetan nunnery of Taktsang 
twenty miles from the British camp 
at Khambjong

customs to which they are devoted. 


( Indeed, everywhere in Tibet the most 


fcio^osque ideas are met with. 
The 


people are not wholly barbarian, but 
their religion and learning are hope- 
lessly mixed up with superstitions and 
fanaticism. The grand lama himself, 
who Is so powerful that the whole Bud- 
dhist world of central Asia holds Itself 
his slave, is supposed never to die. It 
Is not he who dies, It Is held, but his 
body, and his soul occupies the body of 
another, usually an infant, who is dls 
coveied by many signs believed to be 
unmistakable and placed on the holy 
throne. As an Infant the grand lama 
Is believed to understand all the mes- 
sages of state delivered to him, even 
though unable to say anything in re- 
ply. 


The Tibetan people are the abject 


victims of the priesthood power In the 
land. The lamas hold no religious cer- 
emonies in the temples or pagodas, 
finding that if the people are taught 
to pray for themselves they give less 
to the lamas. So the lamas teach that 
their prayers only are efficacious. 


Among the strangest of the Tibetan 


customs are those pertaining to mar- 
riage. Although plurality of wives is 
found to exist in some few parts of 
the country, plurality of husbands is 
the rule. A woman may have several 
husbands, but generally they are all 
brothers. The fact that the heads of 
families dre often away from home 
for a long time and obliged to travel 
long distances is believed to be respon- 
sible in part for this custom. Several 
brothers may have one wife iu com- 
mon or several wives In common, an 
arrangement which is pretty sure to 
leave at least one husband at home to 
protect the family. 


In the fighting at Qarn recently the 


Tibetan general, the whole of his per- 
sonal escort and five high Lassa of- 
ficials were among the hundreds elain. 
The British losses were small, acd the 
number of Tibetans killed was account- 
ed for by the fact that they were hud- 
dled together and unable either to use 
swords or guns to advantage. An in- 
cident of the nght was the narrow es- 
cape of a London correspondent, Mr. 
Gaudier. Four Tibetans attacked him. 
Colonel Macdonaid shot down two of 
them at a few yards, and another offi- 
cer shot- the other two, thus savin* 
Carrier's life.

THE WEIGHT OF MONEY. 


Deceptive Appearance of Metal aw 


Well aa Paper. 


"Tne weight of money Is very de- 


eeptire," said an employee of the treas- 
ury. "For Instance, a young man came 
In here one day with a young woman. 
I was showing them through the de- 
partment and happened to ask him If 
be thought the young girl was worth 
her weight in gold. He assured me 
that he certainly did think so, and 
after learning that her weight was 100 
pounds we figured that she would be 
worth In gold $28,647. The young man 
was fond enough of her to think that 
was rather cheap. 


"Another tliing^that deceives many 


people," he continued, "is the weight 
of paper money. Now, how many -one 
dollar bills do yon think It would take 
to weigh aa much as one fire dollar 
goldplecer 


On a guess the visitor said fifty, and 


the clerk laughed. 


"I have heard guesses on that," he 


said, "all the way from 50 to 600, 
and from men who have handled 
money for years. The fact of the mat- 
ter Is that with a fire dollar goldpiece 
on one scale you would only have to 
put six and one-half dollar bills on the 
other scale to balance It. 


"The question afterward was put to 


several people and elicited answers all 
the way from 20 to 1,000, the majority 
guessing from 300 to 500. 


"Taking the weight of gold coins and 


bills given at the treasury, It was figur- 
ed that a five dollar goldpiece weighs 
.296 of an ounce avoirdupois. The em- 
ployee at the treasury who bandied 
the paper money said that 100 bills 
weigh four and one-half ounces. That 
would make one bill weigh .45 of an 
ounce, and between sis and seven bills 
would balance the goldpiece. 


On the proposition of how much 


money one can lift, figures were ob 
talned at the treasury. Where certain 
numbers of coins were placed In bags 
and weighed as standards, for exnrn 
pie, the standard amount of gold coin 
is $5,000, which weighs 18% pounds. 
Five hundred silver dollars weigh 3 
pounds, while $200 in halves, or 400 
coins, weigh eleven pounds. 


Two hundred pounds of coin money 


of various kinds is made up as fol 
lows: Sliver dollars, $2,617; half dol 
lars, $3,C3G; quarter dollars, $3,657; 
dimes, $3,615.80; nickels, $917; pennies, 
$295.61. 


In one dollar bills the same weight 


would amount to $71,111.—Washington 
Star.
